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NEW YORK TERROR SUSPECTS PLANNED JIHAD

NEWBURGH, N.Y.The four men were ex-con- 
victs who envisioned themselves as holy 
warriors, ambitious enough to concoct a 
plot to blow up synagogues and military 
planes, authorities said. 

But they were amateurs every step of 
the way They had trouble finding guns 
and bought cameras at Wal-Mart to pho- 
tograph their targets. One was a convicted 
purse snatcher, another smoked marijuana 
the day the plot was to be carried out. 

Muslims fueled by hatred of America 
and Jews, they spent months scouting tar- 
gets and securing what they thought was a 
surface-to-air missile system and powerful 
explosives — all under the watch of an FBI 
informant. 


INFILTRATION 

The bombs they planted outside two 
synagogues Wednesday were useless, 
packed with inert explosives supplied by 
the FBI instead of the Pakistani terrorist 
group they had pledged to support, 
according to a criminal complaint. 



The four were arrested late Wednesday 
outside a synagogue in the Bronx, follow- 
ing a long line of homegrown, headline- 
making terror plots since Sept, ii that 
never came close to reality because the 
FBI inserted itself in the earliest stages. 

Still, officials see the case as a vivid 
reminder of risks the U.S. faces from 
homegrown terrorists. 

“It’s hard to envision a more chilling plot,” 


said assistant U.S. attorney Eric Snyder. 
“These are extremely violent men.” 

James Cromitie, David Williams, Onta 
Williams and Laguerre Payen were calm 
as they appeared in court Thursday with 
their hands shackled, to answer charges 
of conspiracy to use weapons of mass 
destruction within the U.S. and conspir- 
acy to acquire and use anti-aircraft mis- 
siles. They did not enter pleas and were 
held without bail; they face life in prison 
if convicted. 

Besides destroying the two synagogues 
in the heavily Jewish Riverdale section of 
the Bronx, they intended to shoot down 
planes at the Air National Guard base in 
Newburgh, about 50 miles north of New 
York City, prosecutors said.

President B. Joseph White said. 

Still, even though they approved tlie new 
direction, board members continued to express 
skepticism and concern Thursday that the new 
version can succeed when the original pr(>gram 
has hit one roadblock after another. 

The board first approved Global Campus in 
2006, with the expectation that the faculty and 
administration 'would work together to develop 
online programs. More than $ro million has 
been invested in the cifort.

Rod Blagojevich 
to star on reality show

Ousted Gov Rod Blagojc'vich’s 'wife— best 
known for a foul-mouthed tirade federal 
investigators say they caught on tape before 
her husband’s arrest— said Thursday that 
she’ll help support her famih'^ by battling it 
out on a reality TV show with other quasi- 
celebrities. 

Patti Blagojevich plans to become one of 
what NBC calls “10 pampered celebrities 
dumped into the jungle to see if they survive” 
on the reality show “I’m a Celebrity ... Get 
Me Out of 1 Icrc.” The offer originally came 
to her husband, bur the judge in his federal 
corruption case would not let him travel to 
Costa Rica for the sho'v^^ 

If she’s the last one standing alter the 
others arc voted off, the former fust lady of 
Illinois 'will be dubbed Queen of the Jungle. 

“In these terrible economic times, 1 Icel 
it’s necessary to go to work to support my 


family so, yes, that’s the primary reason for 
doing the shovy” Patti Blagojc'vich said in a 
joint interview with her impeached husband 
on NBC/s “Today” show. 

She joins a roster of often seen TV faces 
ranging from actor Stephen Baldwin CThe 
Usual Suspects”) to former NBA star John 
Salley 

Legal experts said her stint on the show, 
airing June i, might not be the best news for 
Blagojcvich’s ledcral fraud case. Tlic former 
governor alread>' has been criticized for mak- 
ing rhe rounds of New York talk shows when 
state lawmakers were holding an impeach- 
ment trial and lor later i liming a promotional 
spot— suspended from a harness in midiiir— 
for the NBC show. 

“It just looks tawdr^";” said Northwestern 
University law professor Albert Alschulen 

In the “Today" interview, Patti Blagojevich 
dismissed her image as what interviewer 
Meredith Viera termed “a sort of foul- 
mouthed Lsidy Macbeth.” 

“People who know me know the truth 
behind those comments/’ she said. “I do look 
forward to this show as being an opportunity

Even though he can’t go to Costa Rica, the 
ousted governor will be “involved in the pro- 
gram in other ways which will be a surprise/’ 
according to a press release Ifom Blagojevich’s 
publicist.

Autopsy of body found 
by river yields few clues

A clothing store on the Magnificent 
Mile was robbed Wednesday night, 
Chicago police said. 

Forever 21, 540 N. Michigan Ave., 
was held up shortly after 9:30 p.m. 

An armed man walked into the 
store and told the manager to put 
cash in his bag, police said. 

It’s unclear how much money was 
taken. 

Police described the robber as 20 to 
25, about 5 feet 8 and last seen wearing 
sunglasses, a light-colored shirt, dark- 
colored shorts and combat boots. 

It was the second incidence of 
violence on usually tranquil North 
Michigan Avenue in as many days. 

Charges were upgraded Wednesday 
night against a man accused of throw- 
ing a brick and smashing the front 
window of the Apple Store at 679 N. 
Michigan Ave. the night before. 

Robert Grilly 61, of the 400 block of 
East Ohio Street, originally was arrest- 
ed and charged with two misdemeanor 
counts of criminal damage to property 
He also was accused of breaking a win- 
dow a few blocks away at the Rosebud 
on Rush restaurant, 720 N. Rush St., 
with a table, police said.

An autopsy Thursday on badly decomposed 
human remains found along the Des Plaines 
River revealed little about who the person was 
and how she or he died. 

The Will County coroner’s office said DNA 
testing that may determine the body’s identity 
will take at least two weeks. 

There has been speculation the body could 
be Stacy Peterson, who disappeared from her 
Bolingbrook home in October 2007, or Lisa 
Stebic, the Plainfield mother who went missing 
in April of that year. 

While the autopsy indicated that the person 
has been dead several months or more, it “did 


not reveal any significant information in refer- 
ence to the identity, race or sex” of the person, 
the coroner’s office said. 

Authorities said there is no timetable for mak- 
ing a determination on who the person was, and 
nothing new has came to light that would link the 
remains to either of the two missing women. 

The remains were found along the banks of 
the river near Channahon, just west of I-55, an 
area where searchers have looked for Peterson 
since she disappeared Oct. 28, 2007. 

Aplastic blue barrel was spotted in the vicin- 
ity of the body Channahon resident Michelle 
Williams told WGN Radio host John Williams 


on Thursday that she and her husband saw the 
barrel in heavy brush on the riverbank on Sunday 
and she saw it again on Tuesday 

Drew Peterson’s stepbrother, Thomas 
Morphey has said that he helped Peterson 
remove a blue container from Peterson’s home 
on the day that Stacy disappeared, and that he 
believed Stacy’s body was inside it. 

But others familiar with the river said blue bar- 
rels there are a common sight. Paul Dareak, a bar- 
tender at Mugz/s Hideout, a nearby bar, said he 
sees them all the time and that some people throw 
them in as a joke, knowing about the possible con- 
nection to Stacy Peterson’s disappearance.

“Wc’rc not cheerleaders/’ said Inouyc, of the South Loop. “Wc’rc a

‘A lot of people don’t realize that it’s an actual job and that we could 
get in trouble for not shoveling it right/’ said crew rookie Paige Winke Is, 
23, of die West Ijoop.

Decoding house history 

Debate abounds about the exact arcfiitect of house, a 
sound built on funky kick drums and danceable disco 
classics. 

Some credit it to Fra nkie Knuckles, a New York 
transplant to Chicago who mixed it up at a now iconic 
club known as the Warehouse (hence the name 
"house" reportedly). 

Others say house has no official creator, Chicago's 


Farley Jackrnaster Funk claims the music existed as 
early as the late 70s but went nameless until he went 
on WBMX and popularized the term originally uttered 
by rival mix- master Leonard "Remix" Roy. 

One thing is for certain in local house pioneer and 
documentarian Chip E/s mind: House was born in 
Chicago. "New York is an entry point tor immigrants," 
Chip E. said "But it by no means was the entry point 
for house."

Because vintage Chicago house has been banished 
from most radio stations and newer forms haven’t 
caught on with as many fans, the “Chicago” stamp 
on house is lading. Like the music itself, DJs and pro- 
ducers have gone global, local industry insiders and 


fans said— and not necessarily by choice, 

“I understand liking old- school house, but there 
is no reason not to give new music a try” said David 
Sabat, a Hyde Park DJ, producer and tdent booker 
who spins house regularly at the South lx)op’s Cuatro 
restaurant. “I used ro be a 'classic' snob myself, but 
the Bos are over, We have to move on,” 

New house sound is typically fastcr-paccd and 
incorporates more live instruments, according to 
Czarina Mirani, co-founder of the house music- 
focused 5 ALigazine (Bchicago.com). Though it has 
its dedicated converts and new fanSj ht^use has gone 
underground locally since its heyday in the '80s and 
'90s, Mirani said.

M Irani, a native of the Philippines who 
fell in love with house culture when she 
moved to the Chicago area in the ’90s, said 
she is saddened to sec the scene shrinking. 

“We have more new house music talent 
in Chicago, here in our own backyard, but 
weVe so spoiled that we don’t consider 
it a big deal,” Mirani said. “A local {DJ] 
like Ron Carroll can play here and draw a 
club crowd, but if he played in Russia or 
Amsterdam he could fill a stadium.” 

Wicker Park’s Laura Chernicky is open 
to new house, however, citing it as her 
favorite sound. 

Chernicky, 36, a fitness instructor, list- 
ed Sabat, Mark Grant, Andre I larris and 
Gerald Moore among her favorite contem- 
porary DJs. She plays what she called her 
“Chicago boys” music during her classes. 
She also attends area clubs to hear them in 
action. “Some of the DJs laugh and say that 
I run their dance fl<X)rs.” 

Chernicky secs hope for house music, 
particularly as she passes it down to her 


nieces. Still, new Chicago house faces 
obstacles to gaining mainstream accep- 
tance, especially with opportunities to 
relive the genre’s old days. A number of 
party goers at the Legends of I louse event 
pledged allegiance to the “classic” cuts. 

“It reminds me of my childhood,” South 
Shore’s Chemika Butler said. The 33-year- 
old added that she expects the nostalgia 
factor to keep her iuid others in her age 
group coming to such old- school events 
for years to come. “This music just allows 
you to just dance and be free.” 

But South Sider Liunar Edgerton, iUso in 
attendance at the Dolton venue, expressed 
an openness to the shifting sound of home- 
made house. 

“I think it’s a never-ending thing and it’s 
getting passed on, and we keep following it 
as it changes,” said Edgerton, 25. 

I le paused a moment, at first drowned 
out by the vibrating bass around him, then 
added, above the din; “House music will
